These rodent* live an underground life 
and fed m ainly in w inter on roots or 
plants. 
Du’ing tbe tim e when 
Die 
ground is covered w ith a 
blanket of 
snow. which shields the mice from tbe 
cold und their enemies, such as the 
skunk, weasel, owl, and hawk, they 
u p ra te principally uf >n the surface of 
the ground, and pull th e young clo v er 
out by tbe r* ut*. Their many runways 
are noticeable at this tim e of the year.

Pow erful T h a n E ve r at Pekin, la 


Being W atched W ith Interest. 


Pekin, March 27.—China is not pre­ 
pared to antagonize Russia complete­ 
ly, and a* a result of prolonged con­ 
ferences the Chinese foreign offic e as­ 
sured the Russian minister, M. Koros- 
tovetz, that China will acquiesce un­ 
reservedly to the demands made in 
the Russian ultimatum concerning the 
provisions of the treaty of 1881. Rus­ 
sia insisted upon an answer before 
Tuesday. 
It is generally considered that there 
was no alternative course, in view of 
China's utter unpreparedness for war. 
Intense interest is being manifested 
in the attitude of Japan, which is ob­ 
viously holding entirely aloof, although 
more powerful than ever at Pekin. 
While the issues between China and 
Russia have been almost obliterated 
the recent series of ultimatums, 
and theoretically Insufficient cause for 
occupation 
exists, Russia apparently 
fears that she could obtain only paper 
promises, which the Chinese would 
not observe unless intimidated. Rub 
alans point out that they have less 
now in the way of concessions from 
Thina than when the treaty was first 
signed. 
Somd sections of the legation quar­ 
ter ridicule Russia for not following 
the first instance the recent ex­ 
ample set by Great Britain in occupy­ 
ing territoryt and awaiting 
Chinese 
readiness to discuss 
the 
contested 
points. But it is recognized that Rub 
sia, by failing to do this, has shown 
that she does not possess aggressive 
lesigus. 
The Chinese newspafiers, which are 
intensely ignorant of foreign affairs, 
are 
hostile 
against 
Great 
Britain, 
which they accuse of beginning the 
present land grab, and they prophesy 
that both Japan and France will not 
lie long in following suit. 
Rejxirts from Harbin say that the 
Russian railway has refused to trans­ 
port several carloads of arms and am ­ 
munition destined for Chinese garri­ 
sons on the frontier. From elsewhere 
in Manchuria come indications of Jap­ 
anese readiness to Invest South Man- 
huria should the Russian Investment 
In the north assume a serious aspect. 
In a recent issue of the Pekin Dailv 
News, in an editorial, evidently in­ 
spired by the Chinese foreign board, 
declared that China would not submit 
to the so-called aggressions of vari­ 
ous powers, and that she would not 
sign away her national rights, which 
must be taken from her. Whether this 
was only a threat intended to assist 
Chinas 
diplomacy 
Tuesday 
should 
show.

Firemen Find Bodies Beneath Side­ 
walk and Pick Up Arms and Hand* 
In Building—Women Hysterical at 
Sight of Charred Victims. 


New York, March 27.—-Searchlights 
on fire apparatus played into the boles 
that once were windows of the Ascii 
building,' at W ashington 
place and 
Greene street, until daylight, and fire­ 
men carrying lanterns searched the 
ruined shirtw aist factory floors. The 
firemen 
found 
three 
more 
bodies, 
which brought the num ber of dead up 
to 145. 
How the fire started will perhaps 
never be known. 
A corner on the 
eighth floor was Its point of origin 
and the three upper floors only were 
swept. On the ninth floor fifty bodies 
were found; sixty-three or more per­ 
sons were crushed to death by jump­ 
ing, and more than thirty clogged the 
elevator shafts. The loss to property;

First Danger 8ign Hideous. 
Pedestrians 
going 
home 
through 
W ashington 
place 
to 
W ashington 
square were scattered by the whiz of 
something rushing through the air be­ 
fore them —there was a horrible plopj 
on the pavem ent and a body flattened 
on the flags. 
W ayfarers on the opposite side of 
the street shaded their eyes against 
the setting sun and saw the windows 
of the three upper floors of the build­ 
ing black with girls crowding to the 
sills. 
“Don't Jump! Don’t Jum p!’* yelled 
the crowd, but the girls bad no alter­ 
native. The pressure of the maddened 
hundreds behind them and the urging 
of their own fears were too strong 
They began to fall to the sidewalk In 
a terrible rain of flesh and blood. 
Four alarm s were rung within fifteen 
minutes. Before the engines could re 
spond and before the nets could be! 
stretched or the ladders raised, five 
girls had fallen from the eighth a n d ! 
ninth floors so heavily that they brok- 
through the glass and iron roofs of 
the sub-cellars and crashed through 
the very streets Into the vaults below 
in an bour the fire was out; In half 
an hour it bad done its worst; prob­ 
ably the death list was full In twenty 
minutes. 
Firemen who had begun to wade 
through the w ater in the basement 
before it bad been pumped out felt 
around in the w ater uuder a hole In 
the sidewalk vault lights of Greene 
street, a hole made by falling bodies, 
many times, but discovered nothing 
beneath the surface of the water. One 
of the firemen happened to look up­ 
ward while passing the spot and so 
found two bodies of young women. 
beneath which he and bis companion 
bad walked many times. The two dead 
girls were lying on a lattice of steam 
pipes about four feet below the hole 
in the vault lights. The girls' bodies 
bad broken the concrete and glass 
vault lights of the pavement and bad 
fallen through the sidewalk hole to 
the steam pipes. 
Twelve hours later firemen working 
in the cellar of the building came 
across a body at the foot of the shaft 
of the two freight elevators on the 
north side of the building. It was so 
badly burned and mutilated that the 
firemen were unable to tell whether 
It was Ute body of a man or that of 
a woman 
Find Fragm ents of Bodies. 
Charles Aichman, of fire patrol No. 
12, found part of an arm and shoulder 
near the north end of the cutting 
room of the eighth floor, where the 
fire started beneath a pile of west plas­ 
ter and bits of warped sewing ma 
chines. Shortly after this a hand was 
found on the window ledge of the 
fifth floor, evidently broken from the 
wrist of a failing body. Two charred 
arm s and a burned foot were found on 
the ninth floor 
The windows of the burned floors 
begin so close to the floor that the 
siiis are just a few inches below the 
knees of one standing by the window. 
It was evident that many girls, there­ 
fore, whether they wanted to jum p or 
not, m ust have beeu shoved out of 
the windows by the press 
behind 
them. 
Max Blanrk, one of the proprietors 
of the Triangle company, said It was 
against orders to smoke In their lofts. 
The reporters while clam bering over 
the debris on the eighth floor where 
the fire started, suw am idst the half 
burned pocketbooks, shoes and other 
bltB of clothing, a scorched cigarette 
box. In another part of the building 
were a num ber of half-smoked cigar­ 
ettes lying on the floor. 
Chief Croker said he believed the 
fire was caused by a sm oker who 
tossed either a match or a lighted 
cigarette on the floor among the piles 
of inflamable flimsy stuff used in the 
m anufacture of waists and lingerie. 
When the body found at the foot 
of the freight elevator shaft had been 
sent to the morgue there was a row 
of fifteen pine coffins stretched along 
the south side of the covered pier and 
sixty-nine along the north side, each 
containing a body which in most cases 
was unrecognizable. 
The relatives or close friends who 
were looking for their dead at the 


pier morgue began to come to the 
pier an hour or two after the arrival 
of the first body. With few exceptions 
those who arrived from the late fore­ 
noon 
were 
curiostlty seekers who 
knew no one who worked in the burn­ 
ed building. 
Women Hysterical. 
There were frock-coated young men, 
carrying canes, who laughed and chat­ 
ted with well-dressed girls, as the line 
Jostled slowly eastward toward the 
pier entrance. And there wcr** many 
of these girls, who entered the shed­ 
ded pier laughing, who, after a mo­ 
ment looking at the horrors, fell in a 
faint to the floor. 
W hite-capped nurses had more to 
do with the handling of the lines than 
the police. It was a common sight to 
see a nurse leading an aged woman 
or one of middle age along the line of 
coffins. On the south side of the pier 
was a white enameled table, such as 
is used in operating roons. 
Many 
tim es there would be heard a shriek 
and a nurse would clasp her arm s 
around the woman, who had either 
begun to grow hysterical upon recog­ 
nizing her dead or who had fainted 
from the horror that lay stretched all 
about. 
A policeman or many of them and 
surgeon* would then run to the spot 
and help the nurse lift the woman on 
the table until a stretcher could be 
brought to the spot. 
Then the woman, shrieking In a way 
that caused some of the curiosity seek­ 
ers who were entering the pier to 
hurry away crying without looking at 
the rows of mangled beings stretched 
on either side. would be carried to a 
room at the pier entrance to be re­ 
vived. 
A pale girl bent over a misshapen 
mass long and doubtingly. Then, with 
a final effort, she grasped a hand that 
protruded from beneath the canvas, 
and with a shriek 
collapsed. 
The 
blackened mass, she sobbed, had been 
her sw eetheart, to whom she had be­ 
come engaged the night before the 
disaster. 
A ring on *hls finger told 
her of his Identity. She asked lf the 
dead man had a watch. They brought 
it to her, she opened it and gazed at 
her own features. 
Twenty 
Sicilian 
women 
became 
hysterical at once upon recognizing 
their kin in the pine coffins. A man 
whose face was marked by a sear of 
flame found his brother among the 
dead. The two had worked side by 
side, pouring water upon the fire. 
A cutter Identified his dead sweet­ 
heart by their engagement ring and 
her purse. 
It contained her week’s 
wages, $3. 
The bodies of two sisters, 
horribly mangled, sat propped up in 
their coffins, while a sobbing brother 
left them to search for his aged moth­ 
er, who also had perished. The fire 
had left him without a relative

Senor de la Barra has made a strong 
Impression on official and social W ash­ 
ington, and It is recognized that he Is 
somewhat in sympathy with the pro­ 
gressive thought that has lately taken 
such violent form in some parts of 
Mexico. 
His appointment, In the opinion of 
informed persons here, gives a clear 
indication ‘hat the new cabinet will 
not be. as some of the insurgents have 
predicted, a mere repetition of the po­ 
litical affiliations of the cabinet that 
has just resigned. 
Senor de la Barra succeeded Senor 
Creel two years ago as am bassador 
to W ashington, and again follows him. 
Senor Creel, while a man of unques­ 
tioned ability, made many enemies in 
the state of Chihuahua, of which he 
was for a tim e governor, and which 
has since then been the seat of the 
most determ ined insurgent campaign 
In some quarters it had been pre 
dieted that his hold at home was so 
strong that he would be retained In 
the new Diaz cabinet, but those who 
have followed Mexican affairs closely 
of late years foretold that Senor Ll 
mantour and Senor Creel could not 
long remain In the same government 
with 
their 
opposing 
interests 
and 
friendships. 
Senor Limantour seems to have won 
his struggle at home after conferences 
in W ashington and in New York with 
Senor de la Barra, certain Insurgent 
representatives and certain financial 
interests. 
Senor Creel obviously will not again 
be m inister of foreign relations, aud 
it is supposed that Senor Limantour 
will exclude him entirely from the 
new government.
